General  satisfaction  with  1949  Catalogues.  Deal- 
ers stocks  drying  up  in  many  series.  Ancients  and 
Foreign  Coins  attracting  many  buyers.  Newt  lower 
price  level  encouraging. 

Barney  Bluestone:  My  prediction  concern- 
ing the  coin  market  which  appeared  in  your 
January  issue  came  true  to  form  as  choice 
minor  coins  are  bringing  exceptionally  good 
prices. 

M.  H.  Bolender:  I batted  100%  in  the 
January  forecast.  I have  been  surprised  my- 
self at  the  firmness  of  the  market  for  1 949. 
There  are  more  collectors  than  ever,  caus- 
ing strong  demand. 

D.  M.  Bullowa:  My  opinion  regarding  my 
forecast  in  January  I believe  has  been  fully 
vindicated  by  present  events. 

H.  E.  Macintosh:  Prices  on  high  priced 

coins  are  receding  along  with  the  general 
decline  in  business.  Smart  collectors  will 
sell  high-priced  coins  now  before  prices 
recede  further.  Cheaper  and  medium  priced 
coins  are  holding  up  very  well  and  there  has 
been  no  noticeable  decline  in  this  group  to 
date. 


B.  Max  Mehl:  My  forecast  in  January 
seems  to  have  been  correct  as  is  evidenced 
by  recent  records.  Prices  on  good  coins 
are  holding  up  well  and  I find  them  diffi- 
cult to  obtain.  I still  maintain  that  coins, 
especially  of  the  more  scarce  and  rare  dates, 
and  in  better  than  average  condition,  are 
still  very  good  buys  at  current  levels. 

H.  M.  F.  Schul  man  (from  Paris):  I have 

spent  much  time  in  Europe  these  past 
months  and  found  that  good  coins  are  in 
demand  at  high  prices. 

H.  A.  Seaby  (London):  My  forecast  for 

1 949  that  appeared  in  the  January  issue  of 
your  MONTHLY  has  proved  to  be  extremely 
accurate.  Good  coins  are  still  fetching  good 
prices  and  in  many  cases  higher  than  ever 
before,  whereas  common  gold  has  definitely 
slumped. 

Norman  Shultz:  I see  no  reason  to  change 
my  ideas.  In  fact  I know  most  dealers  are 
low  on  stock  and  paying  good  prices  to  get 
coins.  Auctions  and  prices  have  been  as 
good  as  usual. 

Jos.  B.  Stack:  I believe  my  estimate  to 

be  almost  100%  accurate.  I do  look  for- 
ward to  a rather  interesting  year  of  1950. 

Charles  M.  Wormser:  Prices  have  main- 

tained their  levels  and  I expect  they  will 
continue  to  do  so.  Unless  there  is  an  up- 
turn in  general  business  I do  not  think  that 
activity  will  be  any  better. 

CONSENSUS:  Predictions  proved  quite 

accurate.  Dealers  now  pretty  low  on  inven- 
tories. Low  and  medium  priced  coins  firm; 
rarities  generally  weak.  Some  uncertainty 
due  to  general  business  conditions.  General 
optimism  for  future  activity.  Many  new  col- 
lectors still  joining  A.N.A.
